A house owned by Robert James, and a house owned by 
Larry LaMay off Wilcox Bridge Road, and a trailer along 
Headquarters Rd. owned by a downstate resident were burn- 
ed to the ground last week.

Norman Feldhauser 
Retiring After 40 


Years 


After 40 years with the Crawford County Road 
Commission - 28 years in supervision positions - Norman 
Feldhauser will be retiring ending a reign that began in 
July, 1939. 

Except for serving 39 months in the Army in Europe, 
Feldhauser has been driving or directing work projects 
for the county since then. 

“The county sure has changed over the years,” 
Feldhauser said. ‘““When I first started you could drive 
for miles without seeing a house along most of the roads. 
Now there are houses all over.” 

The machinery has changed considerably also. 

‘“‘When I started we threw sand off the back of trucks 
during winter and trucks held only two-yard boxes," he 
said. “Now we have ié-yard boxes and sand spreaders.” 

The road crew used to do their own blacktopping too 
until the early 50’s. 

In his 40 years, Feldhauser never failed to make it to 
work during a big snowstorm - walking about a mile 
from his home in the city if necessary. 

He said the worst winter he ever saw was the winter 
of 1946-47 when the county was hit by storms for three 
months. 

“It was just like January of last year when we got ail 
the snow but that year it kept up all winter long during 
January, February and March. There were some real 
big winds too pushing all the snow around.” 

Feldhauser doesn’t have any definite plans right 
now for after he retires, but next spring he figures he’l! 
be able to work more in his garden, Feldhauser says 
he’ll not only miss the people he works with, he'll miss 
the work and getting out around the county. 

He said there is always a challenge and never any 
slack time at the road commission. In spring there is 
break-up repair work, summer means read projects and 
paving, fall is for repairing and preparing equipment for 
winter, and winter calls for snow-removal and overtime. 

Feldhauser, who says he knows every road in the 
county through his work, will be honored at the Road 
Commission Christmas party.

Slowly, like a giant bear, 
Hanson Hills is waking up 
from a long winter’s slum- 
ber. Toward the end of the 
70’s the park had practically 
gone into hibernation com- 
pared to the use it received 
during its heydays starting 
in the early 1930's and hitting 
peaks in the fourties and fif- 
ties, 

But last year, a group of 
local citizens - including a 
work crew from Camp 
Shawono - prodded the big 
bear from its winter sleep. 
With hard work and gim- 
micks such as wine and 
cheese parties, they began 
drawing people back to the 
285-acre park. 


This year, park manager 
Howard Taylor is betting 
more people will re-discover 
the recreational area. 

Some new attractions this 
year are. nine lighted ski 
slopes including two back 
trails. The two back trails 
are long, slow runs to com- 
plement the short fast runs 
near the lodge. 

One mile of the 30 miles of

Homosexual

Governor William G. Milliken, 
who has only a few days left to serve 
in a term that will place his tenure at 
14 years, has invited a_ con- 
stitutional battle by appointing Ap- 
peals Court Judge Dorothy Com- 
stock Riley to a vacancy on the state 
Supreme Court replacing the late 
Justice Blair Moody, Jr. who died in 
late November. 

The Milliken administration main- 
tains the appointment will be good 
until January 1, 1985. To serve 
beyond that date, Riley would have 
to win election at the November, 
1984, general election. 

The governor also appointed Lieu- 
tenant Governor James Brickley to 
the court for a term effective 
December 27 and also running until 
January 1, 1985. That appointment 
carries no controversy. Brickley will 
replace retiring Justice Mary Cole- 
man, 

The complicating factor of the 
Riley appointment comes from the 
fact that a new governor - Governor- 
elect James Blanchard - will take of- 
fice at the same time that a new 
term for Moody would have com- 
menced had he lived. Moody was re- 
elected to a new eight year term last 
November, only days before his 
death. 

Milliken, in making the Riley ap- 
pointment, said it was evident 
through discussions with his staff 
and the staff of Blanchard that no 
agreement could be reached on 
which governor has the authority to 
fill the vacancy. 

He said research by his staff and 
outside counsel convinced him that 
he had both the authority, and the 
“legal obligation to make the ap- 
pointment.”’ 


i @ He added he expected a court 


challenge to the appointment and 
said he told Blanchard he would do 
everything he could do to expedite 
consideration of the question - which 
will ultimately be the state’s highest 
court itself. 

Conrad Mallett Jr., Blanchard’s 
legal advisor, said the incoming 
governor would proceed with a 
Supreme Court appointment after 
January 1. 

Mallett said the Riley appoint- 
ment was “extremely regrettable’”’ 
as the constitution does not permit a 
Supreme Court appointment to run 
into the next term,

Milliken said a reading by his staff 
and outside counsel of the constitu- 
tion shows only one person is to be 
appointed to serve when a vacancy 
occurs and that person is to remain 
in office until voters select a suc- 
cessor in the next general election. 

He cited an 1861 case when a pro- 
bate judge appointment was made 
under similar circumstances and the 
Supreme Court ultimately struck 
down an attempt by the incoming 
governor to make a second appoint- 
ment, 

Mallett said he would expect At- 
torney General Frank Kelley to 
initiate action to resolve the dispute. 
He said the attorney general is 
authorized to file a quo warranto ac- 
tion in the Court of Appeals to 
resolve important public questions, 
and would expect such a case to be 
moved directly to the Supreme 
Court. 

Kelley has since announced he 
would initiate such a proceeding 
when a Blanchard appointment is 
made. . 

The Milliken appointment has 
heightened a dispute between the 
two governors over appointments to 
various boards and commissions. 

The Blanchard administration has 
urged the governor not to continue 
to make appointments as the ap- 
pointees would serve well into and 
sometimes beyond the full four-year 
term of Blanchard. 

They argued Blanchard should 
have the right to make his own ap- 
pointments as his swearing-in was 
so near, 

Milliken, meanwhile, argued he 
was still governor until January 1 
and the appointment process would 
continue. 

. Those appointments pale in com- 
parison with the one for the vacancy 
on the state’s highest bench. 

Those involved said that the fued 
being waged outside the area of 
politics but the Supreme Court ap- 
pointment does not allow either par- 
ty to ignore the fact that politics are 
involved. 

The battle will rage between the 
two camps probably making the 
transition from Milliken to Blan- 
chard less smooth, opening wounds 
that may take years to heal in those 
left in important positions in state 
government.

With the holiday period in 
full swing and usual family 
dinners being planned, I sus- 
pect you ladies are looking at 
menus with some misgiving 
when you think of all the 
preparations that will go into 
each meal. 

Holidays around old-time 
logging camps were not that 
special, and even more so if 
the day fell during the 
normal Monday-to-Saturday 
work week, but let it fall on a 
Sunday and the cook would 
come up with something out 
of the ordinary. Logging 
camp food was plentiful and 
plain; in fact, we would 
probably term it 
monotonous. 

So, ladies, here is the way 
to cook one raisin pie for 
thirty men. First of all, you 
will need a cast iron bean pot 
capable of holding ten quarts 
of soaked beans. Make the 
filling just the same as you 
would for any other raisin 
pie. Put a layer of pie crust 
in the bottom and another 
layer around the side. Put a 
generous amount of filling in 
the pot, then a layer of pie 
crust, then a layer of filling, 
and so on until the pot is 
filled. Before you prepare 
the pot, make certain you 
have dug a hole in the back 
yard large enough to hold a 
good amount of live har- 
dwood coals and the pot with 
its top securely in place. 
Cover the pot with more 


coals. Do this early Sunday | 
morning and by noon the pie! 


will be ready to serve. Take 
the pot out of the bean hole to 
cool for half an hour and then 
have your guests bring their 
plates so that you may serve 
the pie with a spoon.

The Natural Resources Commiaston, at its meeting on 
Octaber 8, 1982, under the authority of Act 230, PA. 1924, 
ag amerided, ordered the following order became effective 
on January I, £983, and remain valid until March 31, 1988. 


It shall be unlawful to inke the following named 
specics except within the open seasons and daily limits 
prescribed (statewide regulations apply unless otherwise 
restricted): 


Statewide open scasons on all waters not otherwise 
closed to fishing shall be from May 15 through February 
on walleye, snuger, northern pike, and muskellunge (mn- 
cluding tiger muskelhunge), The daily catch limit shall be 
five singly or in combination for largemouth and small- 
mouth bass, walleye, sauger, and northern pike; one for 
muskellunge (including tiger muskellunge). 


The ahove regulationa apply statewide except that 
walleye and sauger may be taken at any time from the 
Detroit and St. Clair rivers, Lake St. Ciair, and Lake Erie; 
and that. muskellunge‘in Lake St. Clair, St, Clair and 
Detroit rivers may he taken only from the first Saturday 
in June through December 15 of each year. Also, the daily 
catch on Lake St. Clair and Lake Eric and the Detroit and 
Si, Claiv rivers shall be six singly or in combination for 
largemouth and smelmouth boss, walleye, sauger, and 
noi then pike when the catch includes at least one walleye 
or Sauer.

Beautiful 
Christmas 
Carols 


As we Sing, or listen to 
the words or melodies of 
those beautiful Christmas 
carols, they become even 
ore meaningful as we note 
how they came about. 


Joy To The World: 

The words of this carol 
were written in 1719 by Isaac 
Watts who never intended 
them to apply to any special 
part of the year. Over a hun- 
dred years later, in 1830, 
Lowell Mason arranged the 
music for this carol, using 
portions of Handel’s Messiah. 


Silent Night, Holy Night 

It was Christmas Eve, 
1818, inthe village of Obern- 
dorf, Bavaria. Unfortun- 
ately, the church organ was 
broken down and it was un- 
thinkable to have a Christ- 
mas service without music. 
Organist Franz Gruber, and 
the vicar, Joseph Mohr, de- 
cided to do something about 
it. Mohr wrote the verses and 
Gruber wrote the music for 
this beautiful carol which 
was heard the very next day 
in a three-part arrangement, 
and accompanied by a guitar, 


Hark! The Herald 
Angels Sing: 

This carol was put togeth- 
er over many years. The 
words were written by Char- 
les Wesley (brother of the 
founder of the Methodist 
Church). The melody appear- 
ed one hundred and one years 
later in a cantata by Felix 
Mendelssohn. Fifteen years 
later, Dr. W.H. Cummings, 
who was then organist at 
Waltham Abbey in England, 
joined the words and the 
music. 


Kissing Ball 


For aS many years as you 
probably can remember, 
mistletoe has been used as 
not only a lovely Christmas 
decoration, but as one with a 
special note of affection. If 
you’re caught under the 
mistletoe, you might just ex- 
pect a sweet kiss. 

Mistletoe, though lovely, 
is a parasite that grows on 
trees, probably dropped by 
birds that pass through the 
trees. Ii can be a challenge to 
get the mpptietoe clusters from 
the tiptop branches of tall 
trees. 

We derived the practice of 
hanging mistletoe from the 
British, it seems. Their cus- 
tom of the ‘‘Kissing Ball’’ 
was 4 special ornament made 
from evergreen branches, 
which was hung in a door- 
way. Each time a kiss was 
exchanged, a berry was re- 
moved. When the berries 
were all gone, the kissing 
had to halt; hence, the big- 
ger the ‘‘Kissing Ball’’ the 
better! 


Swedish 
Decorations 


For a different decora- 
tion this Christmas, why not 
try a Swedish Christmas 
tree! 

Cut a tree from unfinish- 
ed pine board. Decorate the 
tree with gingerbread cook- 
ies, red apples, small flat toys, 
small wrapped packages, or 
clay figurines. 

Fasten the tree to a door 
or over the mantel, etc. A 
stone crock can be placed on 
either side of the tree—each 
filled with pine branches to 
complete the Swedish flair!

The rotund Santa we know 
today is really a babe by 
comparison. 

Father time came down to 
us from the Greek God 
Cronus, lord of the universe 
... with some changes. Fa- 
ther Time seems a kindly, be- 
nevolent fellow. Not so was 
Cronus. Like many of 
mythology’s earthy gods, 
Cronus was not altogether 
admirable. 

Legend says that Cronus 
was warned that one of his 
children would dispose of 
him. To forestall such a hap- 
pening, Cronus developed a 
habit of swallowing them at 
birth. His wife, Rhea, upon 
the birth of a child to be 
named Zeus, hid the child 
away and instead fed 
Cronus a stone wrapped in 
swaddling clothes. 

As predicted, Zeus tater 
dethroned his father and 
settled on Mount Olympus, 
where he ruled as the chief 
god of the Greek Pantheon. 

Cronus wasn’t forgotten, 
however. Eventually, his 
name became confused with 
‘“‘cronos’’, which means 
time. Someone placed an 
hour glass in his hand, gave 
him a scythe, and the lasting 
image of Father Fime was 
presented to the world. 

The origin of the New 
Year babe is not easy to pin- 
point, although babies have 
long been used as a symbol 
of rebirth. A baby was 
paraded to signify rebirth 
during the ancient Greek 
festival of Dionysus and the 
Eleusinian Mysteries 
(depicting the annual decline 
and renewal of vegetation), 
also featured the image of a 
child. 


Wassail Bowl Is 
English 
Tradition 


The modern practice of 
‘‘drinking a toast’’ to wel- 
come the New Year is deri- 
ved from many ancient 
customs. 

The Anglo-Saxon ‘‘was- 
sail’’ bowl stems from an 
early favorite — English ale, 
to which were added beaten 
eggs and a custardy mixture 
flavored with nutmeg and 
sugar. Pieces of toast were 
added to the mixture as 
special taste treats. 

The original wassail mix- 
ture didn’t pack the punch 
of today’s concoctions, 
which are sometimes laced 
heavily with brandy or 
whiskey. 


Indoor Plants 
For New Year 


The home doesn’t need to 
look so bare when all the holi- 
day decorations are taken 
down, Get some greenery 
with an indoor plant. 

Among the good choices 
are the diacaena, Chinese 
evergreen or rubber plant. 
These do not require too 
much light, which means you 
can use them in almost any 
room youchoose. 

You can get these plants 
from your local florist in clay 
pots for easy care. They need 
to be watered regularly, but 
not excessively, 

Keep them in the clay pots. 
The porous walls evaporate 
excess moisture into the air, 
providing insurance against 
overwatering,

Celebrates For 
Three Days

New Year celebration lasts 
for three days. 

“Oshogatsu”’ is a family- 
centered festival. Homes are 
thoroughly cleaned before 
being decorated with pine 
and bamboo. Ricc straw is 
twisted into ropes to signify 
strong fainily ties. 

Dried beans are tossed into 
the corner of every room to 
signify that the evil spirit is 
cast out and will be replaced 
by good fortune. 

It is also custom to visit 
friends and relatives and to 
pay tribute to ancestors and 
departed members of the 
family during the holiday 
season,

Y% cup pickle juice 
1 envelope (i % oz.)sour 
cream sauce mix 
¥, cup mayonnaise 
2 tbsp. finely chopped 
green pepper 
Y% cupchopped dill pickle 
1/8 (sp. cayenne pepper 


Blend milk and pickte juice 
into sauce mix; let stand 10 
minutes. Add mayonnaise, 
green peppers, pickle, and 
cayenne pepper; mix thor- 
oughly. Chill and serve with 
shrimp, cauliflower buds, 
carrot sticks, cherry toma- 
toes, crackers or most any- 
thing. 


DIP FORERUIT 


14 cups cottage cheese 
3 tbsp. fruit juice 
1 tsp. confectioners’ sugar 
% tsp.cinnamon 
1/8 tsp. cloves 
Pineapple chunks, orange 
segements and other 
fresh fruits 


Beat cottage cheese with 
fruit juice in blender or mix- 
er with confectioners’ sugar, 
cinnamon and cloves until 
smooth and creamy. Chill. 
Serve as a dip surrounded by 
fresh fruits. Makes about 
1“ cups dip.
